THE WEEKEND, which begins 


_ friday night and concludes on 
Sunday, is conducted by the pastor in 
the parish hall primarily for his 
_ Parishioners — singles 18 and above, 

_ Married couples, divorced, separat- 
ed, widowed, senior citizens—no 
matter how active or inactive they 
are, as well as priests and sisters. Fifty 
to 75 people are the ideal number of 
participants. 


The pastor does not preach but 
Shares truths, his thoughts, experi- 
ences and offers self-reflection on 
various aspects of the Faith and his 
faith-life in leading participants to 
reflect on their lives as Catholics. 

On a recent PRW conducted at St. 
Vincent de Paul parish in Mission 
Hills, the pastor, Msgr. Peter 


Mimnagh, said, “The priest shares his. 


weaknesses, as he is prone to sin like 
everyone else in the Body of Christ.” 
HEALING AND reconciliation within 
the participants individually as well as 
with the pastor, fellow parishioners 
and the institutional church are 
essential aspects of the weekend. 


The priest giving the weekend is 
supported by a team of a married 
couple and a single person from the 
parish who share their thoughts and 
experiences regarding the material 
the priest presents. 


This is to help participants share 
their reflections in small groups from 
four to six and, if they choose before, 
the entire body. 


THE SHARING is considered an 
important aspect of the PRW because 
what a person shares “might be 
exactly what another needs to hear,” 
according to Mser. Mimnagh. 

It might sound like a frightful thing 
for many, but on the recent weekend 
at St. Vincent parish, several persons, 
who described themselves as being 
reticent before groups, shared 
frequently in the small groups and 

_ before all of the participants. 
That could be because the weekend 
builds a family relationship among 
the participants—an extended 
family, not bonded by blood, but 
_ joined and identified by a common 
name, “Catholic,” united together in 
baptism and in one faith; a body of

“People get a real insight of whatthe 
church was meant to be as people 
relating to each other, * he told 
Southern Cross. - 


“The church is pot just the 
hierarchical element, but people 
relating to each other,” he added. 


“ONE GREAT GOAL of the weekend 
is to give us as a people the identity as 
the Body of Christ,” a people clinging 
together, supporting, caring for each 
other, morally, spiritually and even 
materially if necessary, Mser. 
Mimnagh told participants. 


He stressed that during the time of 
the early church the pagans saw the 
love Christians had for each other and 
thus were converted by the thou- 
sands. 


“The world rejects Christ because 
were unbelievable as a Catholic 
peop's; because we don’t carry out 
the teachings of Christ and His 
church. We need to be serious about 
ur responsibility to witness to Christ 
by our love,” Msgr. Mimnagh said. 


MSGR. MIMNAGH attended a 
training workshop for PRW last 
summer in Ohio and has since 
conducted three weekends in his 
parish. St. Vincent's has scheduled its 
next weekend March.14-16.

4,028 DEACONS—The number of permanent 
deacons in the U.S. Catholic Church rose by nearly 1,000 
from 1978 to 1979, according to figures compiled by the 
secretariat of the U.S. bishops’ Committee on the 
Permanent Diaconate, increasing the number of 
deacons to 4,028 and the number of candidates to 2,515. 

JESUITS THREATENED—A few weeks before the 
embassy raid in Guatemala City which left 39 persons — 
many of them Indian peasants—dead after protesting 
the lack of:land, food and basic services in their native 
regions, rightists threatened 52 Jesuits with deportation. 
The priests had denounced the exploitation and violence 
against the peasants. 


RADIO-TV DEREGULATION—Voluntary prayer in 
public schools and the deregulation of the radio and 
television industries were approved by the National 
Religious Broadcasters, an association of more than 900 
largely Protestant and evangelical members. 


ANTI-ABORTION BILLS— ‘Several bills placing 
restrictions on abortions are being considered by the 
1980 Kentucky General Assembly. These include bills 
prohibiting the use of public funds to pay for abortions 
and banning publicly-owned hospitals and health-care 
facilities from performing abortions. 


HISPANIC PROGRAMS—Programs organized by 
Hispanics for Hispanics are currently underway in 
parishes, dioceses and other Catholic institutions in an 
attempt to evangelize the 15 million people of Spanish or 
Latin American origin living in this country. This was 
reported by Archbishop Francis T. Hurley of Anchorage, 
Alaska, chairman of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Committee on Evangelization in Washington. 

CENTENNIAL PLANS— Ugandan President Godfrey 
Binaisha has called for a joint Protestant-Catholic 
celebration to mark the 100th anniversary of Christianity 
in Uganda, following separate religious centenary 
celebrations marred by threats and violence from the 
ousted Amin regime. 

CATHOLICS INDEPENDENT — English Catholics takea 
fairly independent-minded line on a number of doctrinal 
and practicial issues, including divorce, euthanasia and 
clerical celibacy, according to a survey conducted by the 
University of Surrey in England and Wales.

LEGAL AID CENTER—The Catholic Church in the 
Dominican Republic has opened a legal aid center for the 
thousands of immigrants from Haiti and for Dominican 
workers and peasants who have no money to hire 
lawyers. This was announced by Bishop Nicolas Lopez of 
San Francisco Macoris, who heads the Justice and Peace

A heart as big as his ‘schnozzola’ 


A big “schnozzola,” yes. But a big heart, too. That’s the 
way comedian Jimmy Durante is remembered by pastors 
he helped in the San Diego diocese. 


Durante, who died Jan. 29 at age 86, was buried at Holy 
Cross Cemetery in Los Angeles after a Mass of Christian 
Burial Jan: 31. at Good Shepherd Church, Beverly Hills. 


He was a brash; raspy-voiced comic who joked and 
sang his way to fame at the expense of a huge nose, his 
“schnozzola.” His routines, which featured his 
trademark song, “Inka Dinka Doo,” were a show business 
standard for 64 years. 

But he was also an active Catholic who ‘did several 
benefit shows for parishes with which he was affiliated. 

IN THE SAN DIEGO diocese, two priests recall their 
famous parishioner as “a good man” and “active in 
church functions.”. 

One priest remembers Durante was “occasionally 
known to give the local pastor a tip on the racetrack” in 
Del Mar, where Durante was a frequent visitor. 

“He always had a big smile. His nose didn’t interfere 
with that,” said Msgr. William Spain, pastor of St. James 
in Solana Beach.

“Jimmy rented a house on the beach every summer for 
the races,” Msgr. Gilfillan observed. 


“When he attended Mass he would sit inthe corner so 
he wouldn’t be recognized. He seemed rather bashful if 
you can imagine a show person being bashful.” 


“DURING THE time his health permitted he 
participated at St. James in many benefits,” Msgr. Spain 
said. 


In 1972, Durante and Desi Arnaz Sr. organized and 
advertised a benefit to raise funds for the Church. 


“He wouldn't give money but he gave his time and his 
talent,” said Msgr. Gilfillan. “He was good at raising 
money. People just flocked to see Jimmy. Everyone loved 
him.” 

DURANTE, WHO retired in 1972 after he suffered a 
stroke, was hospitalized at St. John’s Hospital in Santa 
Monica,. Calif. Jan. 7 for treatment for a form of 
pneumonia. 


The comedian combined clowning, outrageous 
characterizations and pathos during his long career. He 
ended his radio and television performances with “Good 
night, Mrs. Calabash, wherever you are.” He once said 
that he was referring to his first wife, who died in 1944. 


HE REMAINED active in show business, playing 
regular engagements in Las Vegas and making guest 


_appearances on television until his stroke in 1972. He 


was left partially paralyzed in the left arm and left leg and 
was confined to a wheelchair. 


In one of his last interviews before his illness, Durante 
remarked after a Las Vegas performance, “I love it out 
there. It ain’t work. To hear those people out there laugh 
and enjoy themselves... when you're out there, you pray 
to God that it'll never end.” 


He took a dim view of “blue” humor. “We don’t use any 
off-color jokes...,” Durante said, “even in cafes, even in 
Vegas.” After one show in Las Vegas he said people told 
him, “Thank God, you can bring your children to it.” 


Durante received the Catholic Youth Organization's 
highest award in 1967 “for the warmth and joy he brings 
to audiences everywhere.” 


AFTER SIX DECADES in show business, the comedian 
reportedly found retirement hard to accept. He remained 
at home with his wife, Marge, and their adopted 
daughter, Cece. Durante married Marge Little in 1960 
after being a widower for 16 years. .

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A number of years ago | went with 
another journalist, to try to make sense out 
of a conflict between church authorities 
and academic freedom at a Catholic 
university. 

After several days of talking to most of 
the people involved, it became obvious to 
us that the facts didn’t fit the categories. 


The claim for academic freedom 
assumes that the academics qualify and 
act as professionals, that there is an 
environment of academic professional- 
ism which provides peer criticism of 
theory and conduct. 


IN OUR JUDGMENT, none of these 
conditions existed or functioned 
effectively in this particular department. 
Problems-existed, but they weren't really 
issues of church authority infringing on 
legitimate academic freedom. The 
conditions justifying academic freedom 
simply didn’t exist. 

| recall this experience because | think 
the present concern over the academic 
freedom of theologians calls for a lot of 


What's in that big building called. the 
Chancery? First, there are the bishop’s and 
auxiliary bishops’ offices. Few laity have 
reason to frequent them, other than for 
ceremonial purposes, but if you need 
information onthe church or an address of 
another chancery, the bishop's secretary 
is usually happy to accommodate you. 

School and religious education 
administrative offices are usually located 
in the Chancery. It is here you get 
information, lodge complaints, or seek 
advice on your children’s parochial and 
religious education. 

You can also find out where to volunteer 
as a special CCD teacher, how to start a 
preschool in your parish, or how to geta 
speaker. Most R.E. Centers also house a 
diocesan book, magazine, and film library 
which you are entitled to use. 


ADULT LEARNING may be an office in 
the R.E. Center or it may be an entity of its 
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distinctions. For example: 


@ There is a distinction to be made 
between research, the presentation of new 
thought for testing by other scholars, and 
teaching students who do not have the 
knowledge or the skills to evaluate a 
tentative theory. 


| would regard it as academically 
irresponsible if a university professor 
failed to respect this distinction in the 
classroom and in the way. he addresses 
outside audiences. 


@ Catholic theologians have the right 
and duty to investigate and question the 
bases for any theological position, 
including those which are formally taught 
by the church. 


But, as professionals, | think they also 
have the obligation to recognize and 
identify the teachings of the church even= 
when they are questioning the bases of 
particular formulations. 


@ Academic professionalism calls for 
honesty, a degree of modesty, in 
identifying propositions as tentative until 


own. Here you can find out about adult 
classes, how to register, how to teach, or 
how to get suggestions and teachers for 
potential parish classes. 


Catholic Charities offices are also found 
in most chanceries. These offices perform 
services to people in need: the homeless, 
the hungry, the unwed mother, adoptive 
parents, migrants, the Boat people— and 
work to implement better conditions for all 
peoples in the diocese. This is the placeto 


call if you are in need or know someone in _ 


need. 


Some offices are badly understaffed 
and, while they may not be able to offer 
services themselves, they .can usually 
steer you to agencies that can help. If you 
want to involve your parish in outreach to 
others or donate some time, services, or 
‘money yourself, this is the office to call. 
Don't hesitate to call if you have a need or 
want to help. 
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they have been clearly established by 
competent, critical review. 


Even after such a review, Catholic 
theologians, as members of the Church, 
should exercise a degree of discretion in 
the manner in which- they promote 
theories which have not yet been accepted 
as church teaching. 


@ The process which justifies academic 
freedom calls for responsibility and 
courage in being willing to .challenge 
theories which seem to be flawed— even 


when they are .presented by the big . 


names. 


@ Those in positions of church authority 
may or may not have the competence to 
offer professional criticism of theological 
scholarship. This depends on specialized 
training and ability. 

However, they are expected to have 
competence in knowing what the church 
actually teaches today and what issues are 
legitimate open questions. 


alt they do not have such competence in 
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Chancery —to serve all people 


MOST DIOCESES also have a Family Life 
Office which is the umbrella for marriage 
enrichment, marriage preparation, 
natural family planning, marriage 
counseling, ministry to the divorced, 
homosexuality, parenting courses, grief 
education and other family areas. 


If your marriage isn’t in trouble but isn’t 
very good, for example, call your Family 
Life office to see what's available locally in 
marriage enrichment. If your parish wants 
a speaker or if you want to find out if 
there’s a diocesan organization for single 
parents, call here also. 


Some dioceses have a separate 
department for Youth, but in others it is 
found under Family Life. Ask the 
switchboard operator to give you someone 
who can help you if your child has run 
away, is dependent on drugs, is attracted 
to a cult, or needs a good youth retreat. 
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their own knowledge, they have an 
obligation to seek guidance from those 
who are qualified; in our country, at this 
time, the welfare ofthe church community 
would seem to call for collegial action on 
most public issues. 

@ The primary responsibility of church 
teaching authority is to serve the 
community of believers by proclaiming 
clearly the faith of the church today. 


In the years ahead, this faith may be 
refined, qualified, reformulated in the 
light of new knowledge. But the members 
of the Catholic community have a right to 
be told, by church authorities, what the 
church proclaims as Catholic teaching at 
this moment. 

IN. THIS MATTER those exercising 
authority must also exercise restraint, 
distinguishing their personal convictions 
from what the church teaches. 


Such distinctions do not solve all the 
problems which are getting so much 
attention, but they might contribute to 
more careful thought, less heated 
rhetoric. ; 


SOME LARGE dioceses also have: an 
office of Liturgy which can help you plana 
golden wedding anniversary or start a 
children’s liturgy in your parish; a 
Vocations Office; Campus Ministry Office; 
and Office of Evangelism, which is 
dedicated to increased faith and prayer in 
the parish and family. 

Call the latter if you want to know where. 
prayer groups, retreats and scripture 
courses are offered. Or if you want one 
started. 

Small dioceses often have only the 
bishop and one or two offices, the 
occupants of which wear a number of 
hats, but don’t be deterred from calling 
because these staff members can usually 
direct you to the help you need. 

REMEMBER, THE Chancery is yours, — 
just as the larger church is yours. It's there 
to be used and supported by people like 
you and me. 
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Some seasons seem to be more 


conducive to depression and illness and - 


spiritual malaise than others. Mid- 
‘summer is my particular scourge. | am 
irritated and wearied and depleted by 
ceaseless sun and heat. For others winter 
brings dullness and fretfulness and a 
longing for the sun. 


We love to be comfortable and anything 
discomforting can really affect our 
disposition and effectiveness in our 
sphere of activity. Itis, of course, not only a 
climatic thing. All kinds of things can be 
discomforting enough to make us 
querulous and disgruntled with life and 
“the way things are going.” 

SOME ARE personal and can be 
changed in one way or another by our own 
efforts — feelings of inadequacy and lack 
of achievement, for instance. They may 
have a basis in fact, or merely be the result 
of unrealistic expectations. Either way 
they can be handled by greater effort or 
setting up more reasonable objectives and 
the situation rectified. 


Others are predictable and inevitable 
and nothing we can do is likely to prevent 
their occurrence. Seasons come and go 


Q: | have read several books on the Dead 
Sea Scrolls during the 1960's and 1970's, 
and | consider the whole subject a much 
ado about nothing. Can you suggest books 
on Ugarit excavations? 


A: Since an Arab shepherd's discovery 
of some scrolls in a cave near the Dead 
Sea in 1947, further diggings have 
produced even more writings and the 
proverbial final chapter has not yet been 
written. 


These scrolls are quite important for 
now we have an undreamt-of insight into 
Jewish sectarianism and it is clear that 
many of the characteristic ideas of Jewish 
Christianity were cradled in just such a 
religious environment. 


Above all; the scrolls contribute to our 
understanding of the Bible. Gaps in our 
knowledge of the history of the 
transmission of the Old Testament text 
have been filled, and we have a new 


February 10, 1980, Fifth Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (Isaiah 6:1-2, 3-8; 1 
Corinthians 15:1-11; Luke 5:1-11). 

The first and third readings contain the 
accounts of two of the most profound 
religious experiences ever recorded. They 
involve cases of human confrontation with 
the divine and a consequent awareness of 
mission. 


_ While only relatively few have so intense 
an experience, most believers are 
probably conscious, at some time, of God 
acting in their lives. At the least, vocation 
means the conviction of God's call, 
however it may be experienced. 


IN OUR FIRST case, that of Isaiah, the 
religious phenomena are many and richly 
symbolic. God is pictured as a majestic 
king seated high on a throne. Seraphim, 
winged creatures representing the royal 
court, act out their worshipful reverence. 


With two wings they cover their eyes, lest 
the vision of the divine glory overwhelm

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every year and unless we are prepared to 
exist in seasonal misery, we need to 
anticipate and endure and find—if not 
enjoyment — at least a quiet acceptance. 
Friends come and go, people live and die, 
relationships change, nothing ever stays 
the same. 


Much as we may rail against fate, or 
God, or the medical profession, the 
government and whatever else we can 
project our dissatisfaction upon, there are-— 
things in our lives which happen despite 
ourselves and before which we are quite 
impotent. The problem is not that they 
happen, but that we are always so little 
prepared psychologically to accept them. 


HEAT AND COLD, wet and dry, sickness 
and death, sorrow and pain are facts of 
life, so is growing old or not looking likethe 
current movie star concepts of beauty. 
There is not very much one can do with a 
fact, other than accept it and use it to build 
on. Acceptance is a healer. It clears the 
way for common sense and constructive 
action. 


Most of the stress people suffer from — 
which, of course, increases sickness and 
pain and accelerates death— arises from 


understanding of the Palestinian 
background in which the Gospel of Jesus 
was preached. Books on the Ugarit 
excavations will appear in public libraries. 


Q: Could you explain some of the details 
about the Anointing of the Sick? 


A: In an Apostolic Constitution of 1972 
Pope Paul reaffirmed that the Anointing is 
a sacrament, that it was conferred in 
various ways historically and that a 
revision was in order: “We thought fit to 
modify the sacramental formula in sucha 
way that, in view of the words of James, the 
effects of the sacrament might be more 
fully expressed.” 


In particular the pope decided that 
when olive oil is not available, “another 
kind of oil could be used, provided that it 
be obtained from plants, and thus similar 
to olive oil.” 


The person to be anointed is one who is 
dangerously ill; “the sacrament may be . 
repeated if the sick person recovers after 


them. With two wings they cover their feet, 
a euphemism for the lower body. 


IT IS THE GESTURE often attributed in 
pictures to Adam and Eve in God's 
presence after their sin: It is awareness of 
creaturehood. With two wings they fly 
about, perhaps to prepare to escape the 
awesome presence. 


‘ The triple “holy,” familiar to us from the 
Eucharist, is the only way in which they 
can give utterance to God's’ absolute 
goodness, His transcendence, His 
otherness. No wonder foundations shake 
and earth takes on His glory. 


In the second case, that of Peter, there is 
none of this. One asks where the similarity 
is. But there is something. There is a 
fruitless night of toil for fishermen. Then — 
the Master's word, and there are breaking 
nets and sinking boats. It was enough to 
say to Peter all that those other 
phenomena said to Isaiah. The Lord is 
here! He wants you! 
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The serene courage of acceptance 
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a disinclination to accept the facts of their 
lives. Facts about themselves, perhaps. 
Facts about their lifestyle or relationships. 
Almost always, the fact of aging and death. 
And aging and death have been realities 
for each of us since birth. 


We are so little prepared for death that 
its symbols have become horrific and we 
terrify ourselves with stories of ghosts and 
graveyards and dead bodies and movie 
moguls make millions from our fears! But 
we have to accept death before we can live 
our lives as they should be lived, 
graciously and with a concern for the 
lasting effect —the transcendent quality. 


IT IS ONLY WHEN we view life from the 
perspective of death that it makes sense 
and we grow capable of objective and less 
selfish decisions. 


Facing facts, whatever they are, is by no 
means a simple task. It can be extremely 
painful. It can turn one’s world upside 
down. It can take from us more than we are 
able to relinquish and _ still maintain 
emotional equilibrium. But it does sweep 
the decks clean and when the flailing ends 
and acceptance begins, it can introduce 
us to peace. 
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Dead Sea Scrolls aid understanding of Bible 


anointing and then falls ill or if, in the 
course of the same illness, the danger 
becomes more serious.” 


The anointing is to be done on the 
forehead and hands; “in case of necessity, 
however, it is sufficient that a single 
anointing be given on the forehead or, 
because of the particular condition of the 
sick person, on another more suitable part 
of the body, the whole formula being 
pronounced,” 


Anyone can be anointed who is 
dangerously ill due to sickness or old age; 
“a prudent or probable judgment about 
the seriousness of the sickness is 
sufficient,” according to The Rites. 


It is also advised that “old people may be 
anointed if they are in weak condition 
although no dangerous illness is present.” 


It is also proper to anoint an 
unconscious person: “Anointing may be 
conferred upon sick people who have lost 
consciousness or lost the use of reason if, 
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Being ‘number one’ — secret of biblical faith 


LET’S LOOK AT Isaiah's reaction now. It 
is one of sin-consciousness; not any 
particular sin, but the sin-prone condition 


-of the human person when aware of the 


divine majesty and holiness. Unless that 
holiness somehow sears my lips, my 
heart, my soul, | can do nothing. | am lost! 


With Peter the reaction is the same. That 
is why we know we are dealing with the 
same kind of religious experience. He falls 
down at Jesus’ feet and begs Him to 
depart. The holy Lord can have nothing to 
do with sin. Holiness means separation. 


In each case, however, holiness 
cleanses and makes a partner in mission. 
With Isaiah the cleansing rite is, as 
expected, elaborate. A winged creature 
with burning coal touches the sinner’s lips 
with the message, “Your guilt is taken 
away, and your sin forgiven.” 


ISAIAH RECOGNIZES and accepts the 
forgiveness. When the call to mission 
comes, there is no hesitation. “Here am I! 
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reaches more than 27,000 homes 


. Acceptance “is a very positive quality 
with no relation to apathy or lethargy, or 
even submission, but a kissing cousin of 
honesty. It lays the foundation for mental « 
health and sound judgment. When 
acceptance begins with the fact of God’s 
unfaltering love of us and of a divine plan 
for humankind, it also opens immense 
vistas of hope and great expectations of 
what God will do with us and our lives. 

BUT BIG ACCEPTANCES grow from 
little ones; great relinquishments from 
small. And so we can begin with the minor 
things of life—like the seasons, or the 
neighbors, or those whose politics. or 
religious stance does not agree with our 
own, or the realization that all things pass 
in time. 

But if we are really after the big time, 
our starting point must be within 
ourselves, learning to accept what we are 
and what we are not; thanking God for the 
good and working on the not so good and 
maybe pinning up somewhere the prayer 
that goes: 

“Grant me the serenity to accept the 
things | cannot change, courage to change 
the things | can and wisdom to know the 
difference.” 


as Christian believers, they would have 
asked for it were they in control of their 
faculties.” 


In the past, a priest was advised to 
anoint a dead body up to about two hours 
(or even until rigor mortis had set in) after 
expiration. 


But now, “when a priest has been called 
to attend a person who is already dead, he 
should pray for the dead person, asking 
that God forgive his sins and graciously 
receive him into his kingdom. 


“The priest is not to administer the 
sacrament of anointing. But if the priest is 
doubtful whether the sick person is dead, 
he may administer the sacrament 
conditionally.”

Send me!” With Peter, again, there is no 
ritual. Just the assuring words, “Do not be 
afraid; henceforth you will be catching 
men.” And the counterpart to Isaiah’s 
request for mission is Peter’s “leaving all 
and following him.” 


Three basic elements are present in . 
both cases. First is the experience of the 
holy, the awareness of God’s presence and 
call. The second is the human reaction — 
awareness of unworthiness. And the third 
is the acceptance of mission on the 
conviction of forgiveness. 


It’s that second element that is the 
stumbling block, isn’t it?

If you can say in 
all honesty, what Isaiah and Peter said— 
and mean it! — you're called. You have met 
the biblical God and it’s His work from now 
on.

_ Archbishop finds ‘total’ 
destruction in N.M. prison 


SANTA FE, N.M. (NC)—Archbishop 
Robert F. Sanchez of Santa Fe 
encountered a scene of “total destruction 


of life and property” Feb. 3 when he was. 


one of the first outsiders admitted to the 
New Mexico State Prison following the two- 
day prison riot there. 

The disturbance, one ofthe worst in U.S. 
prison history, left at least 32 inmates 
dead and scores of others injured. 

REMARKABLY, according to Arch- 
bishop Sanchez and Servite Father Albert 
Gallegos, communications director for the 
Santa Fe archdiocese, the Catholic chapel 
in the prison was untouched by the 


violence. 
“The prisoners showed great respect for 


our chapel,” said Archbishop Sanchez, 
who was able to retrieve the Blessed 
Sacrament while in the prison. “That 
seemed to be the only room not touched 
by violence. Even the stained-glass 
windows were intact.” 


Father Gallegos noted that the 
Protestant chapel had been destroyed but

no damage to the Catholic chapel 


‘probably because of their reverence for 


the Catholic faith and its traditions. 

“THEY DID nothing to the statue of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe that is in there nor to 
the Sacred Heart statue,” he said. 

The two were escorted into the 
compound shortly after state officials 
were able to regain: control of the prison 
Feb. 3. 

“We were brought in by prison 
authorities in an effort.to help move some 
of the men to another area (of the prison),” 
Archbishop Sanchez told NC News a day 
later about his experience.in the prison. 

BUT HIS efforts were largely unsuccess- 
ful. “It was difficult to speak to them. Most 
were hostile and many probably were still 
high on drugs. It was not a situation in 
which you could just chat.” 

Added Father Gallegos, “It was horrible. 
There were dead bodies all over the place. 
I've been through three riots in Chicago 
but | never saw anything like this.” 
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Dutch Catholics asked to 
implement synod decisions 


VATICAN CITY —The 
Dutch bishops’ synod (Jan. 
14-31) produced 64 hours 
of meetings, nearly 500 
interventions, three litur- 
gical celebrations, well over 
100 pages of documenta- 
tion and a 46-point closing 
document. 


But even though ~the 
extended 18-day synod is 
over, its implementation 
has just begun. 


IN A JOINT pastoral letter 
the Dutch bishops asked 
Dutch Catholics to work 
together in implementing 
the synod decisions “even if 
certain decisions seem to 
you difficult to under- 
stand.” 


The letter, released atthe 
Vatican Feb. 2 and read in 
all Dutch Catholic churches 
Feb. 3, said some of the 
decisions by the synod may 
not have corresponded to 
the wishes of many Catho- 
lics in the Netherlands. 


It said that suggestions 
by Dutch Catholics before 
the synod “contributed to 
our .synod consultations. 
You can be convinced of 
that, even if you do not 
recognize your own thoughts 
in the synod’s conclu- 
sions.” 

THE SYNOD called for 
numerous reforms in the 
Dutch church, including 
seminary reforms, restruc- 
turing of dioceses and 
stronger enforcement of 
general church discipline 
in liturgy, the sacraments, 
priestly life and Religious 
vows, 

It said bishops are the 
final arbiters of faith and 
discipline, and it called for 
clear distinctions. between

the ordained priesthood 
and. the laity, especially in 
the work of Holland's 276 
lay pastoral workers. 


The workers were told in 
the final synod document 
that they cannot replace 
priests or perform priestly 
functions. 


THE CONCLUSION reaf- 
firmed Pope John’ Paul’s 
emphasis on the need for a 
clear distinction between 
priests and laymen. 


The synod also ordered 
the most conservative 
Dutch prelate, Bishop 
Joannes Gijsen of Roer- 
mond, to rejoin national 
fund-raising programs he 
abandoned in protest to the 
projects they were funding. 
It suggested ways for the 


bishops to work more 
closely in their national 
bishops’ conference. 


The Dutch bishops’ letter 
called divisions, or “the 
lack of communion,” the 
“root of our difficulties” in 
the Dutch church. 


They particularly urged 
priests — “our first collabor- 
ators’’—to help them 
execute the synod’s deci- 
sions. 

THE BISHOPS also made 
special pleas to Dutch 
Religious and laity to follow 
the synod decisions and 
work for a new unity. 


In an appeal to youth, the 
bishops particularly asked 
those who have priestly or 
Religious vocations to 
answer the call. 


Bills propose office 
for private schools 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 


Legislation has been intro- 


duced in both houses. of 
Congress to establish a 
high-level office for private 
aducation within the new 
Lyepartment of Education 
established by Congress 
last year. 


“The statutory creation of 
this office is essential to 
insure a more equitable 
participation. by private 
school students in all 
federal educational pro- 
grams for which they are 
eligible,” said Rep. Frank J. 


Guarini (D-N.J.) in intro- 
ducing the legislation. 


In the Senate, a similar 
measure was introduced by 
Sen. Daniel P. Moynihan (D- 
N.Y.). 


The U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence had opposed the 
establishment of the new 
Department of Education 
last year out of fear that 
such a department would 
strengthen the influence of 
public school lobbies on 
federal education policy at 
the expense of private 
schools.
